WASHINGTON, April 21—While Congress was debating 


the Mexican situat'on President Wilson ordered Rear Admiral 
Fletcher to seize the Vera Cruz customs house and prevent 
Huerta from getting several million rounds of ammunition and 
two hundred field guns on a German steamer for that port. 


The orders went out from Washington early today when it 


became apparent that the delay in Congress was accruing to1 
the advantage of Huerta. 


At noon the Cabinet was in session and so far as was known, 


no word had been received from Admiral Fletcher of his action. 


The orders, officials say, left to the admiral's discretio* 


As there is no blockade, the American' 
forces could not interfere with the German steamer. The or- 
ders were to seize the sruns and shells after they had landed 
or to seize the customs house to prevent their landing and thus 
keep them from going to Mexico City.

It 
was at first provided that for each State added to the Union a 
new stripe and star should be added, and until sixteen States 
joined the confederation this was the rule. It became apparent 
that the growth of the nation would prohibit the extra, stripe*, 
so a change was made, the stripes being limited to thirteen, the 
number of the original colonies breaking away from
